Rural High Schools 


Attempt Made to Increase the Oppor- 
tunity for Education in Rural 
Districts, 


One of the most important passages 
in the speech from the throne in the 
Alberta legislature is that relating to 
education and particularly the refer- 
ence to rural high schools. 

The departments of education in 
the western provinces have long felt 
that the providing of high school 
education for country pupils is one 
of their hardest problems. Unques- 
tionably country districts are placed 
ata disadvantage by the existing sys- 
tem. Parents who desire to give their 
children the benefits of collegiate edu- 
cation have to face the expense of 
sending them to urban centres and in 
many instances, this unfortunately, is 
not possible, Heace we have thou- 
sands of children who are themselves 
anxious to continue their education, 
whose parents would gladly have 
them stay at school for a few years 
more, forced to forego the additional 
help. which instruction a high 
school affords. 

The government intimates that it 
intends to provide “increased oppor- 
tunity for high school education in 
rural districts.” What its plan is 
will soon be known but even an ¢x 
traordinary expense incurred for this 
laudable purpose will not be criti 
cized by the people of this province 
Calgary Herald.

Goodfellow's, and here we received 
the heartiest of welcomes and heard 
the rather astounding news that the 
postinaster at Ft. La Corne had skip- 
ped down the river, taking his win 
ter’s furs, but leaving all goods and 
ammunition behind with no one to 
we ioek after them, Goodfellow, though 
he had retired some years back, was 
on fire to save what he could’of the 
company’s property, but he had been 
alone, as all the surrounding residents 
had fled likewise. Now, with two of 
us, we decided to visit the fort next 
morning and stay the day. Jo re- 
ccived some vory good news also as 
to a safe escape from the country 
(but the time for that was not yet) as 
he had a York boat hidden in a creek, 
and our united stocks would amply 
provision us. In addition wé had 
four or five fish nets and plenty of 
hooks and ammunition. His cattle, 
of which he had a large band, wor- 
tied him as to their final disposal, and 
we finally decided on the quiet that 
one of us would have to stay with 
them with his oldest boy and drive 
them to a safe retreat in the hills to 
the east. He was in great soirits 
over my arrival, and said that we 
were now good for a regiment of 
rebels. We made a famous night of 
it, he telling stories of wintering on 
the plains amongst the buffalo where 
they had often to defend the com 
pany’s property against hostile In- 
dians, And the ladies who saw one 
another very seldom in those days 
equally enjoyed themselves. Mrs 
Goodfellow, who was a member of 
the well-known Turner family, was 
the soul of hospitality, and our chil- 
dren were at once petted and made 
much of by their fine youngsters. 


Breakfasting carly next morning 
and seeing to our arms, we drove 
down to old Ft.

Movements Duplicate Those of Sun, 
Moon and Earth, 

Michael Bulka, of Chicago, has in- 
vented a remarkable astronomical 
clock which, in a season when many 
new models of clocks have been ex- 
hibited, has attracted much scientific 
interest, 

In a glass dome on top of it are a 
miniature sun, earth and moon whose 
movements duplicate those of these 
bodies in the heavens, The sun re- 
mains stationary but the earth turns 
on its axis, the moon revolves around 
the carth and both planets circle the 
sun. The globe representing the 


'sun and moon are coated with phos- 


phorus and show the nights and days 
and the various phases of the earth’s 
satellite. Eclipses of the sun and 
moon are clearly indicated. 

The amazing thing about it is that 


'the earth revolves every twenty four| 


hours and the earth and moon take 
twelve months to complete their cir- 
cle about the sun while marking off} 
the four season While these plan- 
etary movements are visible, a dial 
on the face of the clock records the 
changes in days, weeks, months and 
years.

Just now it is rather between sea- 
sons, The holidays have passed and 
the spring time is not yet quite with 
us, Can you imagine the far-reach- 
ing inflyence along health fines if 
every housewife in the entire country 
gave her home a thorough and sev- 
ere cleaning right now? 

The right way to clean a house is 
simple and time saving. The wrong 
way of cleaning a house merely moves 
the dirt and dust from one part of the 
house to another—such as dusting 
with a feather duster, 

A scrubbing pail and brush, a good. 
broom, soft cloths dampened to aid in 
collecting dust, warm watcr, soap, 
fresh air@nd sunshine are all that are 
required to clean up, 

If a house has been badly neglected, 
only one room at a time should be 
attempted. Unless one has extra 
Strength and facilities for caring for 
carpet that is tacked to the floor, it is 
much wiser from a health standpoint 
to rip up the carpet and thoroughly 
clean it cither by beating in the fresh 
air or by the steaming process known 
to the professional carpet cleaner. 
Then have it made into one or 
several rugs, These are casily 
picked up and cleaned daily or 
weekly. 

Closets are often the stamping 
All 
closets should be kept clean and in 
order, Once in every two months 
not too often to open up the 
closet and remove everything it con- 
tains. Scrub it out thoroughly with 
soap and warm water, Let it dry 
and air thoroughly. Before putting 
back any of the contents decide 
whether itis a usable article. In 
the case of clothing, if the garment 
can be repaired or remade, it de- 
serves storage space, If not, get rid 
of it. 

It is surprising how reckless many 
unthinking folks are about harboring 
pots and pans unfit for use. Oncea 
month go over the pots and pans. If 
you find bits of food sticking on to 
the pots, remove these by boiling in 
water to which has been added a lit- 
tle baking soda or washing soda. 

The washboiler will be found con- 
venient for boiling pots and pans. 
Burnt-on food harbors bacteria or 
germs which cause decay, and a few 
of these mixed into the food 
cooked may cause illness, 

Garbage pans, sinks, toilets and 
cellars offer ideal places for breeding 
germs. A daily cleaning with boil- 
ing hot soapsuds will go a long way 
towards keeping them germfess, Al 
neglected pail should be filled with} 
water to which soda has been added 
and boiled again and again until no 
garbage adheres. For a cheap, ef- 
fective disinfectant, sprinkle occa- 
sionally with chloride of lime. Germs 
cannot live in its presence, 

All dish cloths, cleaning cloths, 
mops and the like should not be put} 
away full of grease and dirt. Each! 
should be thoroughly cleansed with 
boiling water and soap, and soda if 
necessary, and dried in 
air before stored away

The Murray idea that Canadian manufacturers should only advertise 
in newspapers which support the Meighen Government and a high protec- 
tive tariff finds a warm supporter In The Hartt Boot and Shoe Co., Ltd, 
of Fredericton, N.B. 

Unlike the Ames-Holden Co—possibly the largest shoe manufactur- 
era in Canada—whose shoes are apparently made to be worn by Conserva- 
tive and Liberal alike, by Grain Growers and High Tariff and Low Tariff 
people, and are accordingly advertised in Canadian newspapers irrespec- 
tive of their editorial policies—the Hartt Boot and Shoe Co. have laid it 
down as the policy of their company that they will only do business with 
hewspapers that are supporting the Mcighen Government and a Protec- 
tive tariff, 

The extent to which this principle is followed in the policy adopted by 
the Hartt Boot and Shoe Co. is fully set forth in the following letter, ad- 
dressed last September by the president of the company, S, D. Palmer, to 
the Vancouver Sun:—

Fredericton, N.B., Sept. 7, 1920. 


Vancouver Sun, 
Attention Advertising Manager. 

Gentlemen: I received a day or two ago from you, your night letter- 
fram, reading as follows: 

“Your campaign has started here and we are disappointed you have} 
overlooked us. We have been in communication with you from time to 
time and hoped that your advertising would appears in our columne, Sun- 
day Sun has exclusive issue and is choice when one paper is required to 


cover this field.” | 

Would say in reply, that it is true that at one time we were thinking of | 
using your paper, but to be frank with you (and I take it for granted that 
you want me to be frank) our reason for dropping your paper was that we 
do not like the editorial policy you are pursuing. 

We believe that your medium has advantages, on account of it being 
the only morning paper in Vancouver. On the other hand we are firm be 
lievers in the policy of doing business, as far as possible, with our friends, 
and your attitude in some caSes with respect to some questions has caused 
us to feel that you are more against us than with us, 

The definition of your tariff policy as announced in your issue of June 
29 would be fairly satisfactory, if it had been consistently followed up, but 
since then we notice a tendency to favor the tariff policy of Mackenzie 
King in preference to that of Mr, Meighen, and to my way of thinking the 
return of a party pledged to Mr. King’s platform at the present time would 
inspire such a lack of confidence in business circles that the country would 
suffer a severe depression. 
have urged the dissolution of Parliament and a general election In our 
judgment that advice is contrary to the best interests of the country at the 
present time, because there would be the possibility of the country being 
governed cither by Mr. King and his followers or by the Farmers’ Party, or 
perhaps by a combination of the two, and the far-reaching dangers to estab- 
lished business by putting into execution the policies that they preached, 
would put an immediate stop to the investment of further capital and mean 
retrenchment all along the line.

Agricultural Society Exhibits. 


At the annual Fairs’ Association an 
important announcement was made 
by Professor Cutler, of the University 
of Alberta, to the effect that special 
prizes will be offered at the Alberta 
seed fair next year for exhibits sent 
in by agricultural societies. The first 
prize will be $100, the second $60, and 
the third $40. The exhibits will 
be judged by their quality and score 
cards will be provided. In addition 
to the special prizes $3,000 in regular 
prizes will be awarded. Next year 
the seed fair will be held in the uni- 
versity buildings in conjunction with 
the fairs convention, . 

President Day announced that to 
meet the necessary expenses of the 
issociation it had been decided to in- 
crease the annual fee ,payable to the 
societies, $10 for a one and two-day 
fair, $15 for a three-day fair, $20 
for a four-day fair, and $25 for the 
Calgary and Edmonton exhibitions.
